Nizon' a problema are 
related to one man, Charlea Colaon, who 
haa a military baokgroixnd and who waa 
Nizon* a Special Counaol when the Vater- 
gate break-in waa planned. Mr. Colaon 
haa refuaed to teatify publicly under 
oath for the Vatergate hearinga, on hia 
role in hiring the ez-CIA man, Howard 
Hunt, or in aaking Nizon for clemency 
for Hunt. 

Vhen Archibald Coz waa about to go after 
Colaon publicly, Gen. Haig perauaded 
Nizon to fire Coz, leading to the Oct. 

20 weekend reoignationa which brought 
public outcry for impeachment. 

Tho public ohould atxidy Hr. Colaon' a 
career before and after hia Vhite House 
Job, and learn what hia role waa during 
the planning of Vatergate. Perhaps this 
would remoTe aome of the guilt stigma 
now ascribed to Prea. Nizon. For all 
wo hOTo heard under oath from John Dean 
et al., it could well hawe been Colaon, 
not Nizon, who authorised tho break-in.

The real power in the U*8*A*, under the
